SHOWS RAREST COURAGE. 


Attacked by Fever While Distributing 
Supplies Sent to Galveston by 
the World and Post- 
Dispatch. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

GALVESTON, Tex., Sept. 19.—Clara Bar- 
ton, who came here to distribute the New 
York World and St. Louis Post-Dispatch re- 
lief supplies, was stricken down at her work 
while ministering to the victims of the 
storm. She succumbed like a soldier at her 
post. Today she Hles seriously ill at the 
Tremont Hotel, but accompanied by three 
nurses she will leave for her home in Wash- 
ington later in the day. She retires from 
the field oniy upon the imperative orders of 
her physician. Dr. W. N. Mercer told her 
that she must go and go at once.

GALVESTON, Tex., Sept. 19.—Galveston 
is recovering nobly. It is estimated that 40 
per cent of debris has been shifted in 
searching for corpses.

Several hundred not yet reported 
have been disposed of. Yesterday 120 bodies 
were taken from the debris. The corpses 
being found now average more than 100 a 
day.

The air 
is appreciably purer and things have taken 
a very hopeful turn.

BODY IN A TRUNK 


San Francisco Policeman Asked Per- 
mission to Take the Body Away 
With Him to Europe.. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—There was quite a 
sensation in the office of Col. D. W. Phelps 
when Policeman Virgil N. Bakulich of San 
Francisco requested permission of Chief 
Clerk McAvoy to take a body to Europe. 

Bakulich added to Mr. McAvoy’s aston- 
ishment when he remarked ir a reassuring 
way that the body was in a metal trunk, 
which he had brought with him from San 
Francisco. The policeman calmly said that 
the body had been severed at the knees so 
that it might more easily be carried in the 
trunk. 

Mr. McAvoy was uncertain whether Bak- 
ulich was insane or a practical joker until 
the man explained that the body was that 
of his father, who had been drowned in a 
mine in California 27 years ago. 

Mr. MeAvoy declined to grant a permit, 
however, and told him that the federal au- 
thorities had nothing to do with the case, 
and so far as they were concerned there 
was no objection to his taking a quantity 
of ancient bones out of the country or any- 
where eise. 

Today word was received that Bakulich 
had arrived at Bremen by the steamer Fa- 
derland and had proceeded to Austria.

They 
are utilized even in these days of telegraph 
and telephones to carry messages. Several 
physicians who practice in remote country 
districts keep homers. When it is desirable 
that the doctor shall know whether his ser- 
vices are needed he leaves a pigeon with 
the prospective patient, and when the oc- 
casion requires the bird is released.

BISHOP GRANBERRY PRESIDES. 


ENCOURAGING REPORTS ARE 
READ WEDNESDAY MORNING. 


Committees Appointed, a New Secre- 
tary Elected, and the Delegates 
Lunch in the Church, the 
Guests of the Ladies. 


One hundred and fity-one Southern Meth- 
odist ministers and 24 laymen of that de- 
nomination assembled in the auditorium of 
St. John's Church, Ewing avenue and Lo- 
cust street, at 9 o'clock Wednesday morn- 
ing as delegates to the fifty-third annual 
session of the St. Louis conference. A num- 
ber of visitors were also in attendance, a 
large proportion of them being ladies. 

Bishop John C. Granberry presided. Rev. 
M. T. Haw, pastor of St. Paul's Church, Bt. 
officiated as secretary, assisted by 
Rev. R. L. Russell of Charleston and Rev. 
li. L. Jenkinson of Festus. Samuel Cup- 
ples and R. M. Scruggs sat side by side, 
well up in front. Ex-Postmaster James L. 
Carlisle busied himself with the duties of a 
delegate, and throughout the main body of 
the conferees were many ministers promi- 
nent in church circles throughout the one- 
fourth of Missouri included within the ju- 
risdiction of the St. Louis conference. 

When Bishop Granberry caiied the confer- 
ence to order he announced that the first 
business would be the election of a secre- 
tary. The former secretary was Rev. C. L. 
Smith of Kirkwood, whose strange disap- 
pearance from his home has already been 
told in the Post-Dispatch. Dr. Smith failed 
to inform the conference of the reasons for 
his absence and Rev. Mr. Haw was unani- 
mously chosen for the place. 

Mr. Haw was caliéd on at once to read 
several reports. One from H. M. Du Bose, 
general secretary of the Epworth League, 
showed that 575 new leagues were organ- 
ized during the year, with 27,640 new mem- 
bers, making a total membership in the 
League of 251,875. Another from Rev. T. M. 
Finney told of the progress of Central Col- 
lege at Fayette, Mo. The enrollment last 
vear—213—was the largest in the college's 
history. The number of graduates—20—also 
exceeded the record of previous years. Still 
another report came from Vanderbilt Unl- 
versity at Nashville, stating there were 
now 81 young Southern Methodist ministers 
there and that 400 of its graduates were now 
Methodist preachers. 

At this juncture Rev. J. W. Haggerty of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church was in- 
troduced. In a happy speech he presented 
the bishop with a gavel made of wood 
from the Johns Street Church, New York, 
the oldest Methodist Church in the United 
States, and from the Methodist Church at 
Jackson, Cape Girardeau County, Missouri, 
the first Methodist Church west of the 
Mississippi river. Rev. W. 8. Woodward 
of Fayette, next introduced, told how he 
was admitted to St. Louis conference, ex- 
actly 5 Oyears ago—the same year with Rev. 
l. M. Finney of St. Louis. A letter was 
read from Mr. Finney explaining that ill- 
ness prevented his appearance at the:con- 
ference. 

On the roll call of superanuated ministers 
the death of Rev. J. T. Headley was an- 
nounced and Rev. J. W. Robinson was re- 
ported ill in Chicago.

Chicago’s Drainage Board Scheme to 


Have a Deep Mississippi Waterway. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 19.—The advisability of 
creating a 22-foot channel in the lower Mis- 
Sissippi and thus creating a waterway 
whose passage would be sufficlently large 
for ocean steamers and the corresponding 
relation Chicago would bear to such a plan 
were the principal questions discussed be- 
fore the drainage board yesterday. 

The scheme, which is fathered by United 
States Engineer James A. Seddon, as out- 
lined in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, is based 
upon the reservoir plan, by the constructilor 

which, to numerous dykes, it is 
said that the Mississippi floods can be done | 
away with and in the flood sufficient water 
can sto in the reservoirs to preserve 
an unfailing flow of water in the summer 
time, when the river as a rule becomes low. 
The estimated cost of the improvement is 
as follows:
